Burton G. Young, who lives in 
Oakland, is the man. 
He was 
driving an 
ambulance far 
the 
Masonic 
or 
364th 
Ambulance 
Corps, in the Argonne forest on 
the night of September 30, 1918. 
A German shell burst near Young, 
and he fell unconscious. 
He was placed inside of his 
own ambulance and taken to a 
French hospital. 
The shell car­ 
ried a portion of his clothing into 
his chest cavity and caused in­ 
fection. 
He was in the hospital 
for nine months. 
Then he re­ 
turned to his home at 5262» Bel­ 
vedere street, Oakland. 
He suffered recurring illness as 
the result, he 
believed, of the 
chest infection. 
Yesterday he had 
an X-ray photograph taken of his 
chest at the veterans’ bureau in 
San Francisco. 
The X ray show­ 
ed th at a piece of shrapnel had 
passed 
through 
the 
lungs 
and 
entered thq heart. 
“There Is a piece of shrapnel 
or shell 
the 
size of the 
rubber 
on a lead pencil burled lr the 
muscle of the left ventricle," said 
Major H. C. W atts, surgeon in 
charge of the medical division of 
the veterans’ bureau. 
“Under the 
fluoroscope we could 
see 
the 
shadow of the piece of high-pow­ 
ered shell moving back and forth 


years ago. 
“If the shell fragm ent had pene­ 
trated the muscles of the heart 
a bare fraction of an inch further 
it must have proved fatal,” said 
Dr. W atts. 
Dr. W atts said he would not 
advise 
operating 
on 
Young.

should say not!” he exclaimod. 
“We are willing to let well enough 
alone. 
If we operated and start­ 
ed to probe ta r the bullet, we 
might 
accidentally 
shove 
it 
through the wall of the heart and 
that would end it all far Young. 
“Young was playing in elegant 
luck, I'd say. 
If the piece of 
shrapnel had infected his heart, 
as his lung cavity had been in­ 
fected, it would have proved fa­ 
tal for him in a very short time. 
But apparently the piece of shell 
had been sterilized by the heat 
from the high powered explosive. 
It was probably the torn pieces 
of the man's clothing which had 
been carried along into his flesh 
which caused the infection about 
his lungs.” 
Young works steadily and says 
he feels no IU effect from the 
wound in his heart, except th at 
he cannot perform violent exer­ 
cise. 
“It 
would be possible 
for the 
piece o ' shrapnel to work through 
the wall of the heart as the re­ 
sult of the action of the muscles 
of that orgau, just as a needle 
travels through a person’s body 
as the result of the m uscular ac­ 
tion,” said Dr. W atts. “This would 
be especially true

The relics now’ brought to light 
include flint tools and weapons, 
ornam ents, etc.

Every manufacturer appreciates, in 
some degree, the importance of help­ 
ing the retailer sell his product.

yet in many instances that degree is 
very small. 
It can hardly be com­ 
pared in importance— so thinks a cer­ 
tain type of manufacturer——with sell-’ 
ing the product to the dealer.

It is nothing short of a false as­ 
sumption, 
unsound 
a n d 
untrust­ 
worthy, to think that merely stocking 
up the dealer with a product consti­ 
tutes effective distribution. Effort of 
that kind, it is true, may dispose of a 
lot of goods, but it does not sell them. 


Unless the consumer comes in pre 
pared or disposed to buy them they 
will remain on the shelf of the deal­ 
er, re-orders will be impossible, and 
the whole product will be a failure. 
The safest alternative is for the 
manufacturer to create a consumer 
demand through Advertising. 
This 
will help the dealer move the goods, 
and then he will order more. 


Advertising is as much a basic part 
of the business of the manufacturer 
of any specific trade-marked product 


as is production and distribution. It 
is not something that can be consid­ 
ered merely as an expense to be cur­ 
tailed to the minimum. 
It is a crea­ 
tive influence which, more than any 
other thing after the merit of the 
product, determines the extent of the 
consumer demand. 


Too often the manufacturer thinks 
of his advertising as a clever means 
of impressing the dealer with the de­ 
sirability of stocking up 
with 
his 
goods, and he does enough to accomp­ 
lish that effect, and then expects the 
dealer to move the goods. 
This is a 
mistaken use of advertising and it 
quickly reacts upon the manufactur­ 
er. 


It is the business of the dealer to 
provide the gDods which the public 
demand. 
He would be foolish to do 
otherwise, and would seen cease to 
be a dealer. 
It is the business of the 
manufacturer— meaning specifically, 
the manufacturer of a trade-marked 
article, or one that might be trade- 
marked— to create a consumer de­ 
mand by means of advertising.

(By United Presa Leased Wire) 
LONDON, March I.—Again Am­ 
bassador George Harvey has let 
loose the dogs of controversy, this 
time by a speech at the Pilgrims’ 
dinner to the British debt funding 
commission.

ambassador told the Anglo-Ameri­

British government will do well 
to retract the now famous Balfour 
note. In which the spokesman for 
Great Britain declared that most 
of the debt owed to America had 
been t-orrowed for Britain’s allies. 
Harvey said a great proportion 
of the amount lent by the United 
States to Britain had been used by 
the latter for clothing and food. 
He said the United States carried 
a heavy burden, that ninety per 
cent of the lenders were of British 
stock and that besides $5,000 OOO,* 
OOO loaned 
to Britain, 
Amorica 
had loaned the other allies $7,900,- 
000,000. 
The Balfour note, Harvey said, 
implied that the 
United

would only

advances for 
France lf Britain would back the

“Just na the liquidation in 1921 
first affected the large cities of the 
east and was slow in gathering

in

dis­ 
tricts. so the Increased borrowing 
of the last five months had been 
most marked in the eastern indus­ 
trial sectlona,” 
the 
report 
con- 
tinned. 
. 
8teady Recovery 
'T he year 1922 was one of al­ 
most continuous recovery from the 
disorganised markets and depress­ 
ed business 
conditions resulting 
from the abrupt price declines of 
1920. 
"Prices and production both in­ 
creased. but 
the 
production 
of 
basic commodities Increased at a 
more raoid rate than the level of 
prices and at the end of the year, 
the output of industry was greater 
than at any time since 1920. 
“While the revival of 1922 
has 
been primarily Industrial in char­ 
acter. *here has also been decided 
improvement 
In the agricultural 
situation. 
Increass Crop Values 
“The farm value of most of the 
Important crops was larger 
than 
in the previous 
year, 
owing to 
KTeat yields 
and

prices. 
Prices of agricultural products are 
still out of line. but

‘‘The Incompleteness of the agri­

If you wish, pause long enough to compare, in 
your mind, two communities, or two atreets. that in 
most respects are alike; that is, in the kind of resi­ 
dences and the kind of streets. 
From a standpoint 
of attractiveness and appeal, is it not a fact that the 
reason you are attracted to one, and perhaps not to 
the other, if because one has street trees and the oth­ 
er has none; or, perhaps, one has uniformity of 
planting and the other has no uniformity? 
Santa Ana will never get anywhere in beautifying 
its streets under its present system, for accurate and 
intelligent control of planting, cutting and trimming 
are essential to street attractiveness.

THE DEMOCRACY OF THE CITY 


MANAGER PLAN 


Nearly all the City Manager charter* include the 
initiative, referendum and recall features. 
The one 
proposed for Santa Ana does. 
By the "Initiative” 
the people have power to propose (or initiate), ordin­ 
ances or other measures. 
They are brought to the 
council upon the petition of a specified number of 
signers. 
The council then calls an election for the 
people to decide this question. 
By the "Referendum" the people have the right 
to vote upon the acts of the city council, thereby 
accepting or rejecting the measures. 
Referendum 
elections may be called by a specified number of 
petitions 
By the "Recall" voters may remove any member 
of the council. 
Like the initiative and the referen­ 
dum, t h 
recall is secured by petition. 
Vacancies 
may be filled by the majority vote of the remaining 
members. 
The simplicity of the City-Manager plan and ihe 
above provisions makes it democratic. 
With but few 
officers to elect, voters may know the qualifications 
of the candidates. 
Under the City Manager plan 
red tape is eliminated—complexities of government 
are done away. 
The ordinary citizen can locate re­ 
sponsible authority and get things done. 
Direct re­ 
sponsibility is substituted for "passing the buck ” 
There is a straight line of responsibility down to 
the humblest employee of the city. 
The public can 
locate the responsibility and say, "Thou art the

Recently, in Fresno, a lect urer on library science 
opened the address by telling something about the 
mechanics of books. 
They were of such and Bach

a title page and then w ith a copyright page and then 
with a foreword or preface or dedication, and then 
with a table of contents, and so on. 
And the listeners, as a matter of < nurse, accepted 
each statement as a matter of inurns. like the 
verities bf the laws of the Aledes and Persians. And 
quite truly so. 
Not that the speaker spoke with 
any sacred authority. Rut the thing* that were said 
correspond so precisely with toe things that had 
been observed. 
No one in the audience stopped to consider whyj 
the title page should not have been the last page 
in the book. Of course that would have been foolish. 
But no one thought far enough even to discover 
to himself that it would have been foolish to find 
the title page the laht In the book. 
And equally, no one thought, wisely or foolishly, 
that the second printed page, the turnover page,; 
should be something else Lha' the copyright page, 
with nothing else on it. They had read hundreds of 
books. And the only ones of those books that they 
had ever taken special notice of, did have the turn­ 
over page bare except for the legal claims of copy­ 
right. 
So we are creatures of habit, and subject to the 
psychology of oratory. 
For convenience, or legal 
advantage, or for purposes of emphasis, it matters 
little which, book makers have been telling a lot 
of interesting things on the first printed page, and 
have called it the title page. Occasionally, perhaps 
for purposes of further emphasis, they have had a 
printed page ahead of the “first” printed page, and 
have put upon this a list of the author's works. 
But still the title page has been the ’’first” page 
And following this they have wasted a page in the 
assertion of copyright. 
Occasionally, if the book 
has not been copyrighted, this second page has been 
left bare. 
Men have been talking hugely about tbs waste 
of white paper, sr we!’ as of other wasts*. 
But 
think what a huge waste there is, in every book 
that comes to our table, of blank pages! 
Blank 
pages ahead of the title page! 
Pages following 
the title page, but scantily used! 
The title page 
itself is usually cluttered up. 
Yet it does not con­ 
tain all the things thai might be put upon It. 
All this because there has happened to hand a 
book in which the copyright, as well as other in­ 
teresting facts, has been put on the title page. The 
next page is not blank. 
It is filled with useful 
material that pertains to the subject of the book. 
It la a law observing book, so we suspect that it 
has violated none of tho 19 amendments nor any 
of the statutes in such cases made and provided. 
But also we are conv*need that it has violated the 
common law, the ordinary law of thought, which is 
to do just as someone else has done, until your 
mind is kicked into a new rut.

It is harder to keep them from thinking, which is the rea­ 
son why discipline is such a terror to some. 
Even the average 
stupid child will install a self-starter, if he finds hg can use it. Diere 
must be a teacher behind the desk who thinks, however, and such 
a one always finds that discipline takes care of itself. 
She gets the 
reputation of being a "crackerjack disciplinarian," to quote the 
oddly incongruous description I once heard, without realizing her­ 
self just why or how. 
But the children know. 
They probably call 
ber by some disrespectful nickname, the infant equivalent of 
"dead game sport," and adore her. 
What is teaching children to think? 
What it the thou »ht 
process anyway? 
Roughly, it is the ability to observe, to analyze and synthesize, 
and to draw conclusions, as a basis of judgment and action. 
The 
popular and long-tried method is trial and error. 
Children inherit an aptitude for thinking, due to the fairly 
malty generations since the human animal first distinguished him­ 
self by the process. 
But like many other aptitudes, it may be 
nurtured or suppressed by the environment. 
The ceaseless questioning of the child is proof that the thinking 
process is alive and functioning.

the commission gov­ 
ernment movement, 
which 
was 
then sweeping over the 
country. 
Tho Lockport board of trade 
ac­ 
cordingly had to prepare legisla­ 
tion and proceeded to improve on 
the regular commission 
plan by 
combining its single-elective-board 
feature with the Staunton Idea of 
an appointive manager. Lockport 
did not succeed in getting its bill 
passed by the legislature, but the 
“Ixjckport plan” was talked about 
all over the country. 
In the summer of 1912, Sumter, 
S. C\, a city of 8,009 inhabitants, 
adopted a new charter, embodying 
the Lockport idea and began oper 
ating under the new system early 
in the following year. This was the 
first city therefore to have the 
city-manager system. 
Two neigh 
boring 
towns, Hickory and Mor j 
ganton, N. C., copied Sumter im 
mediately. 
Dayton, O., had been through a 
long siege of wasteful, inefficient 
administration headed 
by spoils 
politicians. When the charter com­ 
mission had thoroughly investigat­ 
ed all the prevailing and proposed 
types 
of city 
government, they 
concluded that 
Sumter had the 
best on the market. Then came th© 
biff Dayton flood of 1913, and the 
incapacity of the obi government 
was 
emphasized 
anew. 
When 
things became normal again, the 
people adorned the new charter by , 
a big majority. 
Springfield, O., took similar .ne-1 
Hon a few weeks later, the coun­ 
cils of J*oth Rpringfie’d and Day­ 
ton taking office in January, 1914. 
Eleven other towns, small cities in 
Texas and Michigan also installed 
the plan that year. Since then, an 
Increasing number of cities have 
adopted it every year, culminating 
in its adoption by Cleveland 
in 


November, 1S21. The pressure on 
the legislatures became so wide­ 
spread that twelve states—Massa­ 
chusetts, 
New 
York, 
Virginia, 
Ohio, Oklahoma, 
Kansas, Idaho, 
Montana, 
North 
Dakota, 
North 
Carolina. Wisconsin and Louisiana 
—have passed state-wide laws per­ 
mitting 
their cities by a simple 
referendum procedure to adopt the 
city manager plan.
